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- RED’ PROBLEMS. - 
FIND PARALLEL 


_ IN -FAR EAST 

British trade union con- 
ferences over Easter have em- 
phasised the similarity of: the 
problems which face Britain 
and the peoples of the Far’ 
East. 

One of the main topics at all 
the discussions wag the in- 
fluence of the numerically tiny. 
Communist Party. By in- 
filtration into key posts and 
rigid Party discipline, British 

sCommunists have for some 
time been exerting influence 
out of all proportion to their 
importance. Now most unions 
in Britain have awakened tu 
the danger and are_ taking 
steps to prevent further in- 
‘crease of the tendency which 
threatened to undermine not 
merely the trade union move- 
ment but the democratic sys- 
tem. : 

Developments reported from 
Burma, India and Japan in 
the past few days show that 
precisely the same pattern is 
being followed in each . of 
those countries. It was the 
existence of similar dangers 
in Malaya which led recently 
to the appointment of a small 
trade union delegation to ad- 
vise both the Government and 
unions there. 

Communist methods in all 
areas of the world follow an 
identical formula. Small num- 
bers of Party members enter 
trade unions and by hard 
work and energy secure them- 
selves in positions of prom~ 
inence. In most unions only 
a fraction of total membership 
takes a keeri enough interest 
in day-to-day activities to be 
fully aware of what is going 
on. The majority are content 
to leave the active work ‘to 
those who are prepared to 
carry it out. It is on that 
weakness of human nature 
that. the Communists trade, 
and on: the traditional loyalty 
of trade unionists‘to their com- 
radeés. As soon‘as the position” 
in any union or group of 
unions has been sufficiently 
consolidated, the Communist 
organisers find a pretext for a 
strike and then use the ill- 
feeling sa stirred up to fonient 
strife and violence. 

In the preparatory stages of 
the campaigns, the Com- 
munists are careful to insist 
on every occasion on their sol- 
icitude for the solidarity of 
the ‘working class. They talic 
much about freedom and peo- 
ple’s democracies while they 
work all the time for the im- 
position of the one-party sys- 
tem of control. 

Eastern Europe has demon- 
gtrated’the result of co-opera- 
tion with Communists. by 
other leftish parties. Their 
leaders are irivariably first to 
suffer when the. Communists 
become = strong. Incessant 
strikes-and disorders serve to 
undermine . the vigour. and 
authority of the Government 
irrespective of. party label 
until such time.as the Com- 
munists can use.force: to selze 
control, Then purges begin 
and no’man who is not a 
wholehearted . supporter. ‘of 
Communist methods can re- 
tain a position gf influence.

Trains piled up at the British- 
Russian zonal border statlon of 
Helmstedt, as two British mili- 
tary trains—one entering and one 
leaving, the Russlan Zone—were 
held“up at” Maricnborn, six miles 
east of the Hne, by the new So- 
vact restrictions. 

On the Autobahn—the road 
route forming the tand corridor 
to Berllh from the Weet—ths 
Russians set up two new check 
points, ‘at one ‘of which, near 
Hamelin’ .Bridge, fur-capped 
Russlan trodps, armed with 
tommy guns and . automatic 
weapons, stood by while officers 
Inspected the travelling docu- 
ments of British, French and 
American drivers. 

German trafic along the Auto- 
bahn—called the “Road of Fear" 
by farmers Hving nearby—drop- 
ped to almost. nothing today, a 
Berlin police officer said. 

A number of British officers

Significant of the tightening ot 
the restrictions along the zonal 
border was a report in an Ameri- 
cun-licensed Berlin newspaper 
that 350 motor vehicles had been 
requisitioned for the “Western 
fronticr's protectidn” in the Tol- 
tow districts, near’ Berlin, by’ the 
Brandenberg’ (Soviet Zone ) 
Government. 


All along the Angto-Russ' 
zonal border, Soviet control h 
been. strongly tightened, al- 
though the border tias not been 
completely closed. 

All frontier posts are strongly 
manned and villages not | pre- 
viously garrisoned are now oc- 
eupied by Soviet troop detach- 
ments, according to Germans who 
have succeeded in crossing into 
the British Zone.. 

Meanwhile, an unusual  situa- 
tion arose with regard to the 
Braunschweigische Kohlen-Berg- 
‘werke coalniines, Just outside 
Helmstedt. 

“Situated partly in the British 
Zone and partly in the Soviet 
Zone, they were immediately 
affected by the new _Soviet res- 
triction. 


; New Passes. 

About 1,600 of the mines’ 7,000 
German workers who have to 
Pass through the Russian Zone 
on their way to:work were stop- 
ped atthe Russian... check point 
and warned that by tomorrow 
afternoon they must produce 
new-type passes bearing their 
photographs. “ 

As the town .. possesses only 
one ‘photographer, the workers 
immediately protested and asked 
for more time to secure the re- 
quired passes, 

When this request was refus- 
ed, they sent o delegation to 
thelr directors, who agreed to 
take up the matter with the So- 
vict military representatives at 
Haldebzleben,*nearby.
